Special Police . 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . Appunni Nayar, Constable No. 924 , attached 
. to No. 3 Platoon of E Company of the Malabar Special 
Police , stationed on the border of the Bellary District, was 
put on patrol duty as bands of marauders equipped 
with Are -arms from across the border were making 
frequent raids. On the 13th September, 1948 , the 
platoon moved athwart the border and launched on 
assault on the marauders. On the following day the 
raiders launched a violent counter- attack on the Police. 
Even though the enemy Are was heavy and continuous, 
Appunni Nayar and his comrades defended their posi 
tions ably and courageously . While 80 engaged in 
the front line regardless of all personal danger , he was 
hit by the bullets of the marauders and died of injuries. 
By his courage , discipline and supreme sacrifice , 
constable Appunni Nayar has set an example of 
courage to others . 

Name of the officer and rank . Parayil Kunhiraman . 
Lance Naik and Temporary Havildar -Major No . 2500 
Malabar Special Police. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . On the 13th September , 1948 , at about 2 AM , 
the Special District Superintendent of Police at Kurnool 
issued orders to Nos. 1 and 2 platoons of E Company, 
Malabar Special Police , to cross the Thungabhadra 
River at day -break and to attack Basavapuram , a village 
across the Kurnool district horder , from where incur 
sions were being made into the district by predatory 
gangs armed with modern weapons. Accordingly , the 
detachment under the command of a Subedar crossed 
the Thungabhadra River at 6 A . M . and advanced 
towards Basavapuram . The ground which had to be 
traversed by the Force was unfavourable , the only 
cover available being a shallow dry water - course which 
led to the outskirts of Basavapuram . Advancing 
along the water course they got to about 250 yards 
from the outer perimeter of Bagavapuram when heavy 
fire was suddenly opened by the raiders. The detach 
ment was immediately deployed by the Subedar and 
offensive action against the enemy was taken . In 
spite of heavy fire from the enemy, the police force 
continued to advance in tactical formation under cover 
of Lewis Machine-Gun fre. The operation was a very 
difficult one and any advance made was with practically 
no cover at all . After the detachment had , however, 
Advanced to within 150 yards of Basavapuram , heavy 
Automatic Are was encountered and further advance 
was impossible . At this stage the Subedar detailed 
Havildar -Mafor Kunhiraman to advance by himself 
and to fire rifle grenades at the source of automatic 
Are . Regardless of all personal danger the Havildar 
Maior Accordingly advanced and when within 100 yards 
of the village , Ared two rifle grenades with such accu 
racy that the enemy automatic Arc was silenced , - 
This was a signal for a Anal assault by the police 
detachment who under covering Are, attacked the 
village from a flank . The enemy defences were hroker 
into and taken at the point of the bayonet . But for 
the gallantry of Havildar -Major Kunhiraman this 
would not have been possible . His bravery and eli 
cient action not only demoralised the enemy but also 
saved his own detachment from unnecessary casualties .

Statement of the services for which the decoration 
have been awarded . Chinnakorukonda is a village bet 
ween Peddavaram and Nemali villages in the Krishna 
District . A band of about 48 men were camped in 
tents near a small hillock in the village. Members of 
this gang had conmitted havoc in the neighbouring 
villages , extracting money , looting houses and beating 
up people . To tackle the gang at Chinnakorukonda 
successfully , the villages of Khajipuram and Kollur 
had Arst to be occupied , so that the gang could not get 
any help or reinforcement from these places . These 
villages were occupied on the 13th and 15th September , 
1948 , respectively by detachments of the Malabar Spe 
rial Police and Special Armed Police from Peddayaram 
and Nemali villages . An attack was launched on 
Chinnakorukonda by detachments on the morning of 
the 18th September 1948 , under the command of the 
Inspector . The enemy took - cover on the hillock and 
cpened Are on the Police forces. As the enemy could 
not be dislodged from the hillside trenches , men were 
sent to attack the trenches with hand grenades . This 
Action resulted in the death of a member of the gang 
and injuries to three others . The enemy immediately 
left the trenches and moved up the hillock . While 
more hand grenades were thrown , the Inspector with 
six men attacked the enemy from the side with bren 
guns and rifles . The enemy could not hold the hillock 
any longer and tried to escape from behind the hillock 
under cover of fire . The gang soon realised that they 
were in a helpless position and 37 men including the 
leader surrendered . A number of arms and a good 
deal of ammunition and cash were selzed from them , 

The encounter was a long one lasting from 8 A .M . to 
3 - 30 P . M The Lance Naik and the constables, who 
took a leading part in the attack were injured with 
gun shots. In this operation they showed courage and 
determination of a high order, 

Name of the officer and rank . - Pasupuleti Thirupaliah , 
Jemadar No. 26 , Special Armed Police . 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
heen awarded .- - In the early hours of the 13th Septem 
her , 1948 , a platoon of F . Company of the Special 
Armed Police under Shri P . Thirupallah s command 
was ordered to go forward to engage raiders who were 
intending to attack the villages across the border of 
Bellary district . On the afternoon of the 14th Sep 
tember , 1948 . the platoon fell back to one end of a 
rajlway bridge, where , in order to safeguard this 
strategic point, it took up a defensive position . Through 
out the evening and night of the 14th September, 1948 , 
the Special Armed Police Company beat back repeated 
enemy attacks, coming under heavy fire the whole 
time from a range of only 200 yards. All along Jemadar 
Thirupalliah kept together his platoon , consisting 
practically of raw recruits. He maintained their 
morale by encouraging them and manning the platoon 
Bren gun himself. Though worn out by continuous 
exertions to which he had been subjected throughout 
the previous 48 hours , the Jemadar continued to 
handle the Bren Gun , worrying the enemy with repeated 
fire till 7 A . M on the 15th September, when he tell 
grlevously wounded in the thigh with a heavy calibre 
hullet from a sniper s rifle . 

Keeping his platoon of raw recruits together by deter 
mined leadership in the face of great and continuous 
danger . and in setting them a personal example by 
himself manning the Bren gun . Shri Thirupallah who , 
himself had put in only about 9 month s service in the 
force , displayed exceptional courage and gallantry . 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) 
of the rules governing the award of the President s 
Police and Fire Service Medal and consequently carry 
with them the special allowance admissible to officers 
of and below the rank of Inspector of Police as pro 
vided in rule No. 5 .

Doraisami, Constable No. 1301 of the Special Armed 
Police , Madras, were deputed by the District Superin 
tendent of Police on border duty , along with other men 
to guard and patrol the area between Sivapuram in 
the West Godavari district and Krishnaraopalem in 
the Krishna district, which was considered a vulnerable 
point in view of the incursions made by raiders from 
across the border . They were stationed at Krishnarao 
palem and were patrolling the area allotted to them . 
Krishnaraopalem was twice attacked by raiders , once 
on the morning of 18th August 1949 , and again on the 
same night. On 25th August, 1948 , raiders about 100 
in number made anither onslaught on the village. On 
all these occasions the two constables took their posts 
at a moment s notice , gave fight to the raiders and beat 
them back in spite of the fact that it was pitch dark 
and the layout of the land was unfavourable to them . 
The trouble , however , did not stop there. The raiders 
entrenched themselves in two places on the flanks of 
Krishnaraopalem , and made another concerted attack , 
on 7th September 1948 . The two constables were 
ready this time also to meet the attack and gave the 
raiders a tough fight . The raiders , in spite of their 
large number, could not break through the defence set 
up by the two constables , and hence retreated after 
wasting their ammunition . 

These two constables along with their comrades ably 
assisted their Subedar and Jemadar in launching on 
15th September , 1948, an attack on Kandukur, the 
biggest base for raiders in that area . In the fight that 
ensued both constables Kannan and Doraisami were 
severely wounded but continued to keep the enemy at 
bay. These two constables set an example of indomit 
able valour to the rest of the men . They displayed 
conspicuous gallantry and skill both in defence and 
attack 

Names of the officers and ranks. - Sellappan Rama 
swamy, Constable No. 741 , Special Armed Police, and 
Guruswamy Jayarama Reddy , Constable No. 1257. 
Special Armed Police . 

Statement of services for which the decorations have 
been awarded . On 16th September, 1948 , the District 
Superintendent of Police who was on special duty on 
the West Godavari border to protect the villages there 
from the ravages of armed raiders from across the 
border led an attack on Aswaraopet , where a big 
concentration of raiders was suspected to be operating . 
One platoon of the Special Armed Police with the sup 
porting fire from a Bren gun group was made use of 
for the attack . When the platoon , deployed into 
sections, approached the village, the enemy began firing 
at the police party with modern weapons including 
mortars . Undaunted the police party kept on the 
onslaught. 

Constables Sellappan Ramaswamy and Guruswamy 
Jayarama Reddy were at the head of the sections try 
ing to penetrate into the village . The enemy who 
were entrenched in well dug - out positions opened a 
barrage of fire against the advancing police party . 
Though the two constables sustained bullet wounds in 
their arms, they never left their position until order to 
withdraw was given thereby setting up a gallant 
example to the rest of the men . The attack had a 
telling effect on the morale of the enemy and they 
abandoned their positions within 48 hours and made 
way for the occupation of Aswaraopet. In this opera 
tion , the two constables , showed courage and deter 
mination of a high order 

Name of the officer and rank .- Guruvan , Perumal, 
Constable No. 372 , Special Armed Police. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded . - - On 13th September, 1948 , the Special 
Armed Police detachments stationed at Tunikipad and 
Mulugumadu proceeded to attack Khajipuram , a village 
where there was a heavy concentration of marauders 
who were raiding the neighbouring villages and 
plundering ihe pecple . The raiders who were armed 
opened fire on the police party . The police party 
returned the fire and advanced towards the village . 
The raiders , however , took cover in a house and again 
opened fire on the police party . One civilian was 
killed and Constable Perumal was wounded in the 
leg . Even then the police party did not falter and 
the advance continued . The house in which the 
raiders took cover was attacked and they finally sur 
rendered . Twentyseven raiders were arrested and a 
quantity of armswas recovered . Three raiders were killed 
in the fighting Constable Perumal took a leading part 
in the attack and exhibited courage and gallantry of 
a high order .

Medal and consequently carry with them the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank 
of Inspector of Police as provided in rule No. 5 .

No . DW -21. - The Kosi, the third largest Himalayan 
river , which flows through Nepal and Bihar, has been 
causing havoc in the area through which it flows not 
only by flooding and deposition of sands , which are its 
annual feature , but also by the frequent changes in its 
course , thus laying waste the areas through which its 
channel swings . 

Investigations were started in 1946 with the object 
of devising plans to stabilise the river channel and 
control the flooding and silting of the flood plain in 
Bihar and Nepal, and otherwise to harness the flow of 

the river for purposes of irrigation , power generation , 
· and navigation . The investigations conducted have 

shown that a dam 783 ft. high above the foundation 
rock (the highest in the world so far ) and a barrage 
some five miles below it together with the necessary 
canal systems, would be necessary to achieve the object 
in view . This project will provide irrigation to about 
40 lakh acres annually and enable the generation of 
1 . 8 million KW of hydro - electric power . The cost of 
the entire project has been estimated at Rs. 177 crores, 
and the period required for its construction has been 
put at 14 to 16 years depending on the availability of 
funds and essential equipment. 

3. In view of the huge cost of the project and the 
limited financial and material rescurces available in 
the ountry , it has been decided to divide the prviert 
into easy stages . These stages have been arranged in 
such a way that each stage will be self- supporting and 
independent, and yet capable of being super - imposed on 
the preceding one without involving any engineering 
difficulties or wasteful expenditure . 

4 . The project report in respect of the first stage nas 
been prepared ; and this stage is ready for execution . 
It is estimated to cost Rs. 10 . 5 crores and comprises a 
railway line from Jogbani to Barakshetra (near the site 
of the dam ); the barrage ; a power channel up to power
